The gth of Fuly, as the Ships Boats were coafting along the Bay, to 
fe if there was any Paflage through the fame, they came ton Lake, 
Which they found had a Communicauon with the Sea: Upon the Side 
ofthe Lake they difcovered many Jrdians making Fires and Smokes 
upon the low Lands, fome of whichcame to the Shore-Side, and Jay- 
iagdown Pieces of Seals ready fodden upon Wood, they retired, making 
Signs for the Sailors to eat. ‘The Captain then feat two Men on Shore 
with Hachets, Knives, Beads, Sc. to deal with them; upon this the 
Natives came down in Clufters, greatly rejoycing, and bringing with 
then Skins aud other ‘Things, to exchange. Thefe again trucked all 
they had away, leaving their Bodies naked. There was Conn growing 
bere like Oats, and fimall Peas as thick.as if the Land had been plowed 
tnd fowed, alfo white and red Goofeberrics, Strawberries, Blaok berries,

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Flavour. There were alfo fine Meadows full of Grafs, and many Lily | 
full of fine Salmons, | 

Being certified. that there was no Paflage through that Bay, On tly 
rath of ‘Fu/y, they failed from St. Martin's Creek to the Eaftward, 
<ighteen Leagues, until they came to Cape Prato ; here they 
the Tide very trong, the Ground fhallow, and the Weather RLormy, fy 
that they were obliged to make towards the Shore, and come toan Ay 
chor for that Night. The next Day they fteered to the Northya 
and about fix Leagues from Cape Prato, came to the Mouth of, 
very great River, where meeting with contrary Winds, great Fogs ag 
a Storm, they were foteed for Safety to enter the River, failing fey 
or eight Leagues up the fame, when they found a fafe Harbour aj 
good anchoring Ground. Here, upon Account ofthe dark and tem, 
peftuous Weather, they were obliged to continue until the 2¢th Of Fuh 
during which ‘Time they faw feveral Judians filhing for Mackerel, ¢ 
which there was great Plenty. ‘There were about two Hundred ¢ 
them, Men, Women, and Children. ‘Thefe Savages differed very moc 
both in Nature and Language from thofe they had feen before; fy 
they came very familiarly to the Vedicls, and the Sailors gave they 
Glafs Beads and other Trifles, which pleafed them much. Thee Pep 
ple were very poor and naked, only a little Covering about their Loins 
their Heads were fhaved, all but aémall Lock on the Top of te 
Crown as long as a Horfe’s Tail, which with certain Leather Swing 
they bind in a Knot upon their Heads. They have no other Dwele 


ing but their Canoes, which lying along upon the bare Ground, they 


turn over them : They eat their Fleth and Fifth almoft raw, onj 
warming alittle upon Embers. Capt. Carthier and moft of his Com 
pany, went a Shore amongft them, at which they rejoiced very moth; 
but they caufed all the young Women to retire into the Woods, 
two or three; to each of thefe the Captain gave a Comb, and a little Bel 
made of Tin ; for which they were very thankful, rubbing the Co» 
tain’s Arms and Breaft with their Hands, asa Token of Joy. Wher 
the Jndians faw the Girls who ftaid behind had Prefents made th 
they fent for thofe out of the Woods ; thefe were about twenty, ae 
to each of them, the Captain gave a little Tin Bell, whereupon thy 
began to dance,and fing many Songs. ‘They had caught greatSt 
of Mackerel with Nets made of a kind of Hemp; they will @ 
nothing that hath any Relifh of Salt. They havea natural Addidio 
to Thieving, and will fleal any Thing they can lay hold of. 
Whilft the Frenchmen were here, they erected a Crofs thirty Foot 
high, which was made in the Prefence of the Jndians, upon the Point 
of the Entrance of the Haven ; in the midft whereof they fixel 
Shield, with three Flours de Lis carved upon it, with this Motto 
Vive le Roy de France. All the while this was doing, the Savage 
beheld them with earneft Attention. So foon as the Crols was 
up, the Captain and all his Company, kneeled down before it; # 
prayed devoutly, lifting up their Hands to Heaven ; and the Captalt 
made Signs to the Heathens, that all their Salvation depended up 
that God, who dwelled above in the Heavens; whereat they oxime 
| os , 
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Admiration, looking firft at one another, and then upon the Crofs. 
After the Chriftiens were returned to their Ships, the Indian Chief, 
doathed in an old Bear Skin, with three of his Sons, and his Brother, 
cme ina Canoe towards the Veffels, but did not approach fo near as 


iisal; Here he began a long Oration, pointing tothe Crofs the 
tonch had fet up, and then making one with his two Fingers: He 
shen fhewed them the Country round about, and by Signs giving them 
ig underftand, that ic was all his, and that we fhould not fet up any 
(rofs there without his Leave. One of the Sailors who was in the 
Ship’s Boat, fuddenly feized hold of the Canoe, and Jeapt into it, with 
wo or three more, and foreed the Indians on board Capt. Carthier’s 
Ship, at which they were greatly aftonifhed. Butthe Captain affured 
them, they fhould receive no Injury, and entertained them very kindly, 
making them to eat and drink. He then fhewed them by Signs, that 
the Crofswas only fet up to be a Guide to them in entering the 
Yort; and that they would foon come again, and bring good Store of 
Goods with them ; and alfo told the King, he would take two of his 
ms Home with him, would take great Care of them, and would 
bring them fafe to him again; and accordingly he cloathed thefe Two 
in Shirts, coloured Coats, and red Caps, putting a Copper Chain 
about each of their Necks, with which they demed to be pieafed and 
ontented. After which he made the Kinga Prefent of fome Hachets 
ad Knives. The fame Afternoon feveral Indians came in Canoes to 
the Ship's Side, to take Leave of the two young Men who were de- 
wind, and brought them fome Fifh, uttering many Words which the 
white Men did not underftand, and making Signs that they would 
ot remove the Crofs they had fet up. 

Onithe 25th of July, the Weather being fair, they failed. from this 
Port, and getting out of the River, and into the main Sea, they coaft- 
dabout for fome Time, in order to make further Difcoveries, but 
without much Succefs. After many Days fpent to litle Purpofe, 
“pt Carthier called a Council of the Captains, Pilots, Mafters and 
Mariners, in which it was refolved to return Home, and accordingly 
ey atrived at the Port of St. Maloes on the 5th of S-prember. 

Onthe 19th of May, in the Year 1535, Capt. Yames Carthier, failed 
infor America, having three Ships under his Command. In their 
ralagethey met with very foul and tempeftuous Weather, infomuch, 
hat on the agth of Fune, they lof Sight of each other. Capt. Carchier, 
it General in this Expedition, in a Ship of 120 Tons, after meeting 

h many contrary Winds afd Storms, did not arrive at New/fiundland, 
ail the 7th of ‘Fuly, and came to an Anchor on the 8th, in the Bay of 
tls, the Rendezvous of all the Ships in cafe of Separation. Here he 
fated for the other two Ships until the 26ch of the faid Month, whea 
ity both arrived together. ‘They then coatted along toward the North, 
at they came to a great Gulph, fall of [flands; this they called the 
ulph and Bay of St. Laqwrence ; then failing Weftward, they diicovered 
Cape of Land toward the South, running Weit and by South, diftane 
m the faid Sr. Lawrence's Bay about twenty-five Leagues.

This 
Portlie Mg Harbour they called Santa Croix, or Holy Croft, becaufe on that Day 
they came thither with their Veffels, mooring the fame, Near to this 
litle Bay was a {mall Town belonging to Agoubanna, to which Capt. 
Curthier and his Company went, and were received by the King and his 
People with great Demonftrations of Joy. This Town ftood upon a 
fneIfland, fruitful in its Soil, and abounding with as ftately Trees as 
my in Europe ; fuch as Oak, Elm, Afh, Walnut, Citron, Maple, white 
Thorn and Vines ; there grew alfo upon this Ifland exceeding good 
Hemp, without either ‘Tillage or Manure, and in great Quantities. As 
hey were retarning to their Ships, they met, coming up the River, a 
Lord of one of the Villages, accompanied by a great Number of Men, 
Women, and Children, who faid he was going to fee the General, ‘The 
Wemen; upon meeting of the white Men, leaped out of the Canoes up 
o their Knees in Water, and began to dance and fing in a ftrange antick 
aner, Capt. Carthier perceiving their Kindnefs and Good-will, gave

‘I'he fiege laited about three months, and Cortez’'s 
venoth confifted of near two hundred thoufand Jediins, which were 
, jy increafing, nine hundred Spaniard:, fourfcore trorfer only, 17 or 
ig pieces of ordnance, eighteea vergantines, and at leaf fix thowfand 
anges. Ja this fiege were flain fifty Spaniards, fix horfes, and about 
ot chouland Indians of Cortéex’s friends. Of the Mexicane a‘handsed 
d twenty thoufand were flain, befides thofe who died of hunger and 
els; and as at the defence of the city ali the nobility were prefent, 
sf of chem were killed. ‘The multitude of people was fo great in 
ie city, that they were obliged to eat boughs aad rinds of trees, and 
pérink falt water; and though they were obliged to fleep among 
mumereble heaps of dead bodies, which fpread a general infection 
magt them, of which infinite numbers died, yet he they not 
ied themfelves prifoners, until they were advifed fo todo by their 
mperor, Quabusimoc. 

The Mexican women were highly commendable in this exttemity 5 
w they not’ only fuck faft by their hufbands and fathers, but took 
mat cate of the fick and wounded perfons; they were alfo very 
ie and ufeful during the fiege, by making flings and fitting tones 
pitem, and even throwjng them againft the enemy, by which means 
uy were as ferviceable asthe men. The city was given up to plun- 
y; the Spaniards took the gold, plate, and feathers, and their Indian

other Indians who would come and fettle there, which allured a 
M many: He fet at liberty Xisuaco, the captain-general, and made 
mchief over the Indians in the city, unto whdm he gave a whole 
tt: Ee likewife gave another ftreet to Don Pedro Montezuma, fon 
) the late emperor Montexu #: He made other perions of figure 
ig the Mexicans lords of {imall iflamds, and gave tv fome little 
iets build upon. And all this was done to gain the favour and 
id will of the people. In this order the city beganto be rebduilr, 
itie work went on with brifknefs and alacrity ; though the labout 
a heavy and hard, for they carried on their backs, and drew after 
em, large flones, timber, earth, lime, brick, and fach like materials ;

- oithem have been cettroyed by the hard ufage of the Spariards, and 


hework at the lake ; fo that now there is n@t above two thoufand 
thahitants of mere Jnaiax:, and about one thoufand of fech as they 
ail there Meflizcer, who are of a mixed nature between Spaniards and 
judians ; for many Sprrtards marty Indian women ; and thofe who de 
not choofe to marry them, eafily find methods to difpatch an innocent 
Prieh' to enjoy his Bathficha. The Spaniards often couzen the poor 
ritves out of the {mall {pots of ground where their houfes ftand, and 
then palling them down, ereét Rately buildings thereon after the Ex- 
an fathion, with fine large gardens and orchards. 

Their buildings are generally of lone and brick, very ftrong, but 
got high. by reafon of the many earthquakes which happen in thofe 
Fatt, and would much endanger a building above three ftories high. 
The freets are very broad ; in moft of them three coaches go abreaft, 
md in the wideft fx, which makes the city feem a great deal bigger than 
itrelly is. In my time I fuppofe it confifted of between thirty and 
forty thoufand Spaniards, who were fo proud and rich, that great 
pimbers of them kept their coaches, and it was credibly reported, that 
i that time there were in Mexicv above fifteen thoufand coaches. 
jt isa common faying, that in Mexico there are four thites gay and 
beutifal, their women, their apparel, their horfes, and their ftreets ; 
wrhefe { am fure we may add the coaches of the gentry, which are 
mete rich and beautiful than any I ever faw in Europe; for here they 

neither gold, nor filver, nor precious flones, not cloth of gold, 
northe beft filks from China, to enrich them, their horfes being ador- 
tal with coftly bridles, afd thoes of filver. The ftreets in Chréffendom 
ae not compatable to the ftreets in Mexico for breadth and cleanefs, 
bat more efpecially in the riches of the thops which do tdorn them: 
Above all, the goldfmith’s fhops and their work are to be admired. 
To the heauty of their women, I muft add, the liberty they take 
inl enjoy for gaming, which is fach, that the day and night is too fhort 
frthem toend that {port when it is once begun: Nay, itis fo com- 
mon amongft the ladies, that they will not even blufh to invite ftrange 
fetlemen to their houfes for purpofe ; as I myfe]t have experien- 
a; for one day pafling ale@ng the fireets with another friar who 
Cane with me from Spain, alady of great quality, knowing us to be 
}Copitons (the name they give to thofe who are newly come from Spain) 
scaled to us from her window, and after two or three frivolous quetti- 
eiconcerning the old country, fhe afked us to come in and play a 
Hime at cards with her. 

Both men and women are excefiive in their apparel, ufing more filks 
thn ftaffs or cloths ; precious ftones and pearls are a great addition to

The religion of the church of Rome teacheth, that all wickednelsy 
allowable whereby the church and clergy flourith ; nay whilft the purl 
is open to lafcivioufnefs, if it be likewife open to enrich the tempt 
walls and roofs, it is more efficatious than their holy water to W 
away the filth of fin. Mexico is as a thoufand witneffes of this tug py; 
fin and wickednefs abounding in it ; and yet there are no J 
tne world more beneficent to the church and clergy, flriving to ¢ 


vie each other in their gifts to.the cloifters of friars aad nuns; 10m 
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erefting altars to their faints worth many thoufand ducats, others pre- 
@nting crowns of gold to the virgin Mary, with lamps, golden chains, 
Bc, others building cloifters at their own charge, and others at their 
deaths leaving two or three thoufand ducats as an annual ftipend. 
S850! BE Among thefe preat benefaétors to the churches of that city, I fhould 
hind: wrong my hiftory, if I fhould omit one that lived in my time, who 
dita qas called Aonlo Cuellar: \tis faid, that he had a room in his houfe 
$% BB uid with bats of gold inftead of bricks, and that he had chelts fall of 
farny J wedges of filver. This man erected a nunnery at his own expence for 
innea, Francifean nuns, which ftood him in above thirty thoufand dacats,

-wetily HE adorned. ‘There were not in my time above fifty parith churches, chapels, 
¢ pik FE coifers, and nunneries in this city: but they are the moft rich and 
sg itious that ever my eyes beheld, the roofs and beams of many of 





marble pillars, infomauch that the common value of them amounteth 
tkveral thoufand ducats. This produces admiration in the common 
ft: of people, admiration brings on adoration, and adoration fuper- 
fiton and idolatry. Thus the devil gives the world to be adored. 
Sefides thefe beautiful builditigs, the inward riches belonging to the 
Gens are infinite in price and Walue, fuch as copes, canopies, hangings, 
iscloths, candleftigies, jewels belonging te faints, and crowns of 
gvG and filver ; al rnacles of gold and cryftal to carry about 
tir facrament in proceffion, all which would amovwht to the worth 
®areafonable mine of filver, and would bea rich prize for any 
Mion that knew howto make better ufe of wealth and riches. I 
fill not fay much of the friars and nuns of this city, only that they 
Soy more liberty than in any part of Enrepe. 

Whilftt I was there, I was prefent at an election ofa provincial to rule 
ett them, in the cloifter of the Mercenarian friars, for the redemption 
taptives ; to which all! the priors, ‘and heads of the cloifters'about the 
Mitry, hadreforted.

work, mufick, needle-work, andother curious arts: They alfo cag 


thefe young children to a& play$; and to allure the people to de 
churches, they caufe thefe young nuns to rehearfe dialogues in im 
choirs, richly attiring them both in men'sand women’s apparel, efpeculy 
upon midfummer-day, and the eight days before Chriitmas. . | 
The chief-piace in the city is the market-place; which, though it 
not fo {pacious as in Mont:zuma’s time, yet atthis day it is very fou 
ous, built with arches on the one fide, where people in time of raing 
walk dry : Here are the merchants fhops full of all forts of duitsay 
filks, before which fit women, {felling all manner of fruit and derby 
over-againft thefe fhops and arches ftands the viceroy's palate, wh 
taketh ep almoft the whole length of the market, with the wallsoit 
houfe, and the garcens belonging to it. At theend of the vigew 
palace, is the chief prifon, which is ftrong, and of ftone-work.

Coming 
from the camp in Picardy, he. was ta- 
ken for Martin Guerre, by fome of 
his (Martin's) friends ; from them 
he learn'd abundance of circumftan- 
ces concerning Martin's father, 
wife, fitters, and other relations, and 
of every thing he had done before he 
left that country. Thefe new lights, 
added to the materials he had ob- - 
tained from Martin Guerre himfelf, 
in a multitude of converfations, pat 
it fully in his pewer to carry on the 
cheat he had projected, in the artful 
manner be did, . He depied nome ‘ 
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his making ufe of any charms, or 
ether magical tricks, for the furthe- 
rance of his defigns ; he owned a 
great many other crimes, which he 
committed, and perfifted in every 
point of his confetfion, when in was 
read overto him. Atthe foot of 
the gallows, erected over againit the 
houtfe of Martia Guerre, he, im the 
moft humble manner, afked pardon 
of him, and of his wife;, appeared 
a moft hearty and fincere penitent, 
teftify'd the moft lively grief for the 
offences he had commitsed ; and 


finally, continued, as long as he had 
life, co implore the ‘mercy of Gop, 
thro” Jesus Curist his fon.

From Burlington his excellency 
fet out early on the 24th for Phila- 
ladelphia, to have a conference with 
general Forbes and governor Denny 
concerning the invafion of the Indi- 
ans. ‘The next. morning early his 
excellency returned to Briftol, where 
he was attended by feveral gentle- 


men

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men of both provinces. From thence 
he difpitched ‘wo Indians with a 
meflage to the Misilink, living on 
the Sufqauchaans, and another to the 
Wioming Indians, deffring that 
fome of them would attend tie 
meflage to the Minifinks. In the 
evening his excellency went to 
Trenton, and the next day, being 
the 26th, returned to Perth-Amboy 
in good health, having travelled a- 
bove 140 miles in very hot weather. 

On the 30th of June the clerzv of 
the church of England, incumbents 
in this province, waited upon the 
governor witi an addrels, which 
mutt likewife be poftponed, 

His excellency our governor (up- 
on the unavoidable neceflity of the 
miembers attending their harveit) 
hath been pleafcd to poftpone the fit- 
ting of the general aflembly of this 
province to Tveiday the 25th of 
Jaly, when they are fummoned to 
meet at Burlington. 

Perth- Amboy, “June 30. On the 
r2th inftant one Walter Vantile, a 
ferjeant of the forces ftation’d upon 
the frontiers of this province, in the 
county of Suffex, having received in- 
formation, that a party of Indians 
had croffed the river Delaware into 
Pennfylvania, took g foldiers with 
him, and went over the river in pur- 
fuit of them; they made diligent 
fearch after the Indians different 
ways, but could make no difcovery 
of them; however, for that night 
they encamped up the river about 6 
miles above Cole’s fort, and in the 
morning they fcouted back from the 
river four miles ; at laft they difco- 
vered an Indian walking toward the 

lace where they had lain the night 
fore, whom they purfued, but he 
got into a fwamp, and made his ef- 
cape; the fergeant and his party then 
took the fame courfe towards the 
river which the Indian was fte¢ring,

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and when they came to the banks 
the Delaware, they heard fome |,

on, leaving behind them, 4 gums, 
tomahawks, 3 pikes, 15 pair of me 
cofons, 15 pair of ftockings, a 
fundry other things, Thefe are {aj 
pofed to be the fame Indians W 
had attacked Urian Weltfalls, @ 
Abraham Courtract’s houfes. 

His excellency governor Bert

Anthony Swartwout, his wife, and 
children. 

We have an account from Albany, 
that major Rogers re urnéd the 18th 
of June; from an uniuccefsful feout : 
He went out with about 68 men; 
and approaching near the enemy, he 
caufed his men to halt, for fear of 
difcovery ; and he himfelf, with 2 
men only, advanced withia fight of 
the fort and French encampment, 
when perceiving them all in motion, 
he found his men furrounded in fach 
amanner that he could not joia 
them; aud he himfelf, with much 
difficulty, efcaped : Five of thofe far- 
rounded were killed, but all the reft, 
except four, who are mifling, joined 
him after he had got back to the 
boats. Enfign Downing, of the 55th 
regiment, and two others, areanade 
prifoners. It is faid that Rogers's par- 
ty killed the chief Sachem ofthe 
French Indians.—There are eight fe 
giments of French regulars at Tie- * 
onderago, belides Canadians and 
Indians. 

Saturday the 17th inft. lord Howe 
march’d with 3000 men, to take 
poft betwixt Fort-Edward and Lake- 
George ; and on the Monday fol- 
lowing he advanced to the Lake; 
when 3000 men more went and took 
pofleiiion of his encampment : And, 
by Saturday the 24th, all the whale- 
boats, battoes, provifions, and all 
things neceflary, was to be at the 
Lake; fo that it is imagin’d they 
have proceeded to Tieonderoga. 

Such expedition was ufed in car- 
raying up the tents and flores lately 
arrived here from England, that in 
eight days after their arrival, they 
were fafely convey'd up to the army 
at Fort-Edward.
